ing of Ihc Berlin-to-Bagdad raihvay 
clearly indicated the dream of a great 
German Emijire extending as far as In 
dia. So declared Dr. R. A. MacLtan, As 
tant Professor of Classics liji an address 
Dcfoix: the Rotary Oi»b of Montreal 
ycFterday. He was introdtKcd by Mr. 
John F. J'ierce, Vicc-Prcsident of the 
:',i\h who acltd as diairmaii. The lat- 
;er gave a brief sketch of tlie career 
•i'l Dr. Mad^ean, who in addition to 
.-.aiding the decrees of B. A. aiv\ Ph. 
iJ., has the distinction of being a FcHow 
of the Royal Geographic Societi'. He 
lias travelled extensively in ,thc cast, and 
.las done considerable aticlieological re- 
search. During the wair he has an 
intclIigeiTce Officer in Mesopotamia, be- 
ing one of the first British officers to 
enter llie city of Bagdad on tls cap- 
ture, March Uth 1917. Dr. MaoLean 
later accompanied General Dunstable's 
remarkable expedition to Baku as far as 
the Caspian Sea. 

The lecturer's address was most i«- 
teresthig and eivliglMcning on a subject 
of stidi importance, but which is never- 
theless so little understood. Dr. ^Ic- 
I^n stated that no country Ivas played 
stidi an iniponlant part in lii&tory as 
Mesopotamia, whidi has been called 
"the grave of empires." Every world 
empire has ruled the country, uiitH to- 
day tlic British liold away. 
; The ■ Pan-Germanic idea was ana'lo 
gous to tl»t of AJcxandcr the Great 
who conquered as far as India. Naipo- 
ioon's efforts in Egypt were undertaken 
wttli a view to secure the rout* to 
hidia. It wii'S in 1798 during the rise of 
the "Ijittle Corporal" th.al Britain firM 
took an interest in Mesopotamia. A re- 
sidenoy was established in Bagdad, and 
a tablet erected, declaring that it was set 
up to 'counteract the infltience and 
prestige of Napoleon. The residency and 
tablet remain to this day 

Following his all too brief sketch, 
Dr. MacLcan showed some verj' excel- 
lent slides, portraying various scenes 
from Basra .it the Persian Gulf to the 
C.Tsi)iaii .Sta, which lïc explained. Those 
of Bagdad and its environs were particu- 
larly interesting. The lecturer sJiid 
that the order of the Turks to destroy 
the city of Bagdad and massacre the 
Cliristiaiis was prevented by its timely 
occupation. Indti'cribable disorder ex- 
isted in the ancient seat of tl>c Caliphs 
when the British entered, and ithc sani- 
tary conditions were very bad. The lat- 
ter have been greatly renncdied, and there 
is now a railway to tl>c ruins of Baby- 
lon, situated some sixty miles from 
Bagdad on the river Fuphrates. Some 
splendid slides showed the remarkable 
skill of the Babylonian.":, aWiougli the 
once mighty city is now but a mass of

A UNIV. COURSE 
IN JOURNALISM 

Attendance at Toronto Greater* 
Than Expectèd."^-^" ~' 

A.t the request of the Canadian 
Weekly Newspapers Association, the 
University of Toronto arranged, ear- 
ly last spring, a «thort course in jour- 
nalism to be he'd from Septeinber 12 
to 17. This was done as an experi- 
ment, as p. "feeler," to ascertain what 
demand exists iu Canada for instruc- 
tion in thf science and thç.art'pf^iÇoirTj 
ducting a nwspaper. Tlibugh ilÉsign- 
cd primarily for the publisher-' o: 
weekly newspapers in Ontario, the 
course was open, as are all the Pro- 
vinc^nl University's extension courses, 
to the general public. The fee for 
rogistratioii was $2.00, and thenc were 
no other fees. Arrangements were 
made to provide meal<< and lodging 
in the University residences. 

In framing the course the funda- 
mental idea was to provide a stimu- 
lus to editorial writing, and to give 
instruction of strictly university grade 
In other allied subjects. Accordingly 
the suhjects and the instructor!' were 
as follows: Editorial Writing by Mr. 
J. E. Atkinson, President of the To- 
i-onto Star, and Mr. J. C. Ross, M.A. 
Editor of the Farmers'. Sun; News 
gathering by Mr. John R. Bone 
M. A., .Managing Editor of the 'Toron- 
to Star; English Literature and Com- 
position by. Profesior W. J. Alexan- 
der-'; 'Canadian Constitutional History 
by Professor G. M. Wrong; Newspa- 
per. Jurisprudence iby Mr. A. R. 
Clute. MiA.,' LL.B.; Public Health 
and Hygiene, iby Dr. J. G. Fitzger- 
ald,. Dr. G. D. Porter and Dr. J. J. 
Middleton. 

The attendance was 128, more- than 
double what had been anticipated, and 
was thoroughly representative of' the; 
publishing interests of the Province 
of Ontario. Those who attended were 
enthuiiiastic in their praise of the 
whole course and of the magmificent 
work done by the instructors. A 
very striking feature was the fact tha' 
the imiversity subjects, the tion-tecl-- 
rical subjects, were just as popula 
as the subjects that had a more d- 
rect bearing on actual newspaper 
work. 

The results of the experiment 
would seme to justify the University 
of Toronto in - taking steps toward 
flie establishment of a chair in jour- 
nalism leading, later, to a school of 
journalism. — Lihptypç BtiUctin.

EDUCATION AND THE JOB 

Beware of a college education—that 
;s, one of the sugar-coated, purely cul- 
tiir,%l variety, which merely supplies the 
'brain with a horde of obscure^^facts '-tkml 
which leads to nothing practical. So 
warned a representative of the personnel 
bureau of tltc New York Comjnerce 
Service, in speaking of the scarcity olf 
positions recently. 

The unemploiynicnl situation faces 
evctt>ione. Even the student who is 
trained in a partitular curriculinn can 
,hot find a job after co'llcgc.-"' One of 
the best prepared .and nw&t talented 
J'OUÏS architects graduating from the 
Lhiivcrsity last year, is now wnding col- 
hir.'î. Business depression 'has wrecked 
many professions. 

Specialization docs not seem to guar- 
antee that a student will be ahlc to go 
on with his dioscn work and live after 
graduation. Many a student, hear- 
ing four or five years ago that some 
particular industry had the highest paid 
men, dived iirto the books aiid came up 
with his diploma to find tlic industry 
lilready over-crowded. The exceptional 
men have been able to squeeze in; as 
they nught liavc done, perhaps, without 
college trainhig. But many a mediocre 
■.tudcr.t who forced himself into a jnorc 
jr less distasteful vocation because o; 
the attractive salaries, now discovers 
that he jias a specialized tmning and a 
Treat deal of time on his hands. Too 
:nany, perhaps, have appraised their abil- 
ity and aptitude by current demands for 
siMîoiat training, when had they. prepared 
themselves more carefully according to 
ihcir bent, thej- might now be ready to 
mortar the nation's bricks. 

H-o\iever, it is usually the L. A. & S. 
student, and not the trained , student 
wlto, after four years, turns out jto be 
one of life's little luxuries. He' fna> 
have a complete knowledge of the .\r- 
ihurian theory or of the inhibitions ol 
cocki caches, but none of anything else 
-lid his only means of living is to teaci. 
'lis vague learning to the 'younger gen 
■ratioil. "A: lade cf knowledge econo 
iiics, of the science of living, is one o: 
'le greatest handicaps of raiodem soc. 
■5>-," writes the Chicago Tribune. 

Warning is given against impract; 
cal courses and against book-wormism. 
,In all professions Ù\c employer docs 
not necessarily dioosc college students 
of itlic highest sclioi>astic standing, 
since grades only indicate their abiltity 
to apply themselves to a given task. He 
is looking for the student who h.is been 
biisj' in activities, and wIk) has sliown 
initiative and- the talent for leader- 
ship.
